P nce again we praise God for the 
growth that has taken place in the 
life of our church as well as in the 
lives of our individual members 

Our growth however is not simply to be 
measured in terms of numbers. And this year 
our numbers have been impressive! During 
the year 475 persons gave their lives to Christ 
and joined St. James, which is a record for us 
in terms of new additions for a one-year 
period. In the past year $2,156,000 was 
raised in income, which is another record for 
us in a one-year period. We are pleased that 
during an average week there are over 500 
persons attending one or more of our Bible 
Studies. We are pleased that our monthly 
Prayer Night attendance averages around 
350 persons. This annual report has other 
statistical data that confirms we are a church 
that is growing spiritually, numerically and 
financially for the glory of God. 


Our most important growth, however, 

has not been in terms of numbers but in 
terms of our relationship with God. At St. 
James we are making a concerted effort to 
“SEEK GOD'S FACE." Often we as 
believers focus upon God's hand which holds 
blessings and benefits. But when we focus 
on what we receive from God's hand we 
sometimes fail to love God for who God is

midst of everyday life. 


* The Visitation Ministry, led by Rev 
Thomasena Woodward and assisted by 
Rev. Reginald Clark and Rev. Garvey 
Ince, communes and corresponds to 80 
members monthly in hospitals, private 
homes and other hospice facilities. 


* Тһе Electronic Outreach Ministry, 
monitored by Rev. Jean Bonds, uses 
technology to deliver short inspirational 
messages, prayers and scripture to the 
membership. This year 300 additional 
persons were added increasing the 
ministry to 1,662 persons receiving weekly 
phone calls. 


Gloria 
Burton, hosted several conferences and 
training programs to educate clergy and 
community. They also raised $1600.00 to 
support the ministry in its holiday basket 
distribution, toy distribution and personal 
items and toiletries given to needy persons. 


e The Prison Ministry, under the direction of 
Sis. Daphne Gaters and assisted by Sis 
Juanita Moss, minister regularly in song, 
Scripture, prayer and sermon at the Essex 
County Detention Center. The highlight of 
the year is the annual Angel Tree program 
in which Christmas gifts are purchased 
and distributed to children of incarcerated 
persons. This year, we ministered to 40 
children and caregivers at this event. 


Prayer Ministry 

We revitalized the Prayer Ministry under the 
leadership of Rev. Dr. Jacqueline Reeves. In 
September, we began enrolling prayer teams 
who pray together daily. By year's end, we 
had 403 persons enrolled and 129 prayer 
teams in operation.
